Hijackers 
Take Over 
Jet to N.Y.

Ken Erickson, a spokesman 


for Western, said the pilot of a 
727 trijet with 98 aboard hi- 
jacked Friday afternoon out of 
Seattle was told by the hijacker 
he had three cohorts aboard. 


"But all of the 
passengers 


and crew saw only one man," 
Erickson said. "From all in- 
dications now, there was only 
one." 


He said the FBI reportedly

whom passengers said wore an 
Army uniform with insignia of 
a private E-l. But no identity 
was released. 


"All we know right now is

NEW YORK — (NEA) — 


Consider 
the flea. 
If 
you 


have a dog or cat, you prob- 
ably already have. 


The flea is a pest, a para- 


site, a bloodsucker. It is a 
circus performer, mass mur- 
derer and a tonnenter of 
animals. 


More simply, though, the 


flea is an insect, and a liny 
one at that. 


Ctenocephalides canis is 


the dog flea, ctenocephalides 
felis is the cat flea, and so 
on down the line through al- 
most every mammal. Each 
has a flea of his own. 


Many 
of the 
fleas 
are 


named' for the kind of ani- > 
mals upon which they were 
first found. Thus the cat flea/ 
is not found exclusively on 
cats, in fact they are prob- 
ably most common on dogs. 
Human fleas, too, are be- 
coming 
increasingly com- 


mon on dogs, according to 
one of the world's foremost 
authorities on the flea. Dr. 
Grover Cloyd.

fleas sought meals of blood 
and jumped to people, thus 
spreading the disease from 
the dead rats

"The best way to do it," 


. Dr. Cloyd sayr, "is to let 


the dog be his own extermi- 
nator." This is just what is 
accomplished by the flea 
collar, 
which 
Dr. 
Cloyd 


helped to develop. 


The plastic collars, made 


by the Robins Co.. are im- 
pregnated w i t h the pesticide 
DDV'P, trademarked Vapo- 
na. It is the same chemical 
used 
in 
the controversial 


Shell No-Pest Strip, but the 
strip has 10 times more gas 
generating (lower than the 
collars. 


Flea collars work so well 


on dogs and cats because the 
fleas must have moisture to 
drink every day. They get 
this 
f r o m 
the 
animal's 


mouth, nose or eyes, and 
they must get to these places 
via the neck, thus passing 
the collar which is lethal to 
them. 


DDVP is not a persistent 


pesticide, rather it is easily 
broken up to harmless com- 
ponents 
in 
water.

In its Saturday editions, the 


Post quoted federal sources as 
saying that hundreds of federal 
agents have traced Bremer s 
movements across the States 
and Canada prior to the May 15 Oakland 
shooting. 


In addition, the newspaper 


said a special report issued by 
the Canadian solicitor-general 
and prepared for the FBI by 
the Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police revealed that Bremer 
was spotted in Ottawa at least 
three times during President 
Nixon's state visit there April 
13-15. 


Bremer's travels during April 


and May as traced by the FBI 
included attendance at several 
Michigan rallies for 
Wallace 


and another Democratic presi- 
dential hopeful, Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, and a hurried trip 
to New York City, the Post sto- 
ry said.

Changes In 
Regulations 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - An 


Arkansas Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation representative said Thurs- 
day the bureau took issue with 
two of the three changes pro- 
posed in the regulations of hor- 
mone-type herbicides 
by the 


Arkansas Agricultural Aviation 
Assocation. 


Some 50 persons attended a 


public hearing here that the 
state Plant Board conducted on 
the 
proposed 
changes. 
The 


board made no decision. 


Most of the discussion was by 


dealers and manufacturers who 
opposed the changes. 


The Aviation Associaton has 


proposed that the board: 


—Require purchasers of hor- 


mone-type herbicides to sign a 
statement at the time of deliv- 
ery which says they understand 
the dangers involved and the 
restrictions under which the 
herbicides can be applied. 


—Prohibit aerial application 


of hormone-type 
herbicide-fer- 


tilizer mixtures. 


—Extend regulations or pri- 


vate use of hormone-type herbi- 
cides with the exception of ob- 
taining an aerial permit. Pri- 
vate pilots would be required to 
pass a qualifying test and pri- 
vate aircraft would be required 
to pass an inspection test. 


Nicky Hargrove of Stuttgart, 


a member 
of the 
bureau's 


Board of Directors, said the bu- 
reau considred the first two 
Aviation Associations proposals 
unnecessary. 


Hargrove said the bureau op- 


posed the request to prohibit 
application of hormone-type 
herbicides 
and 
fertilizer 
in 


combination from airplanes be- 
cause: 


Research 
supports 
the 


practice as the only "really ef- 
fective method of eliminting 
aquatic weeds in rice under 
certain conditions." 


-The bureau knows of very 


few complaints stemming from 
the practice. 


-Proper maintenance of ae- 


rial equipment would keep the 
herbicides from leaking on oth- 
er fields during flight.

tem," Hughes said. However, 
he said, "The Gov. Bumperses 
of our country and presumably 
decent legislators can straight- 
en out corrections with the sup- 
port of the public."

He's been 
more sullen and withdrawn 
than anything else in his 
personal relations. 


The resumed love affair of 


New York and Willie re-
